In some northern dis- 
tricts winds have been more than 
usually prevalent, and while the soil 
moisture is sufficient to promote 
germination, further rains will be 
required at an early date if rapid 
growth is to be expected. 

An increase of from five to ten 
per cent. in the wheat acreage of the 
province is anticipated, as compared 
with last year. This gain will be 
especially noticeable in central and 
northern sections, where a_ large 
amount of new land was cleared and 
broken in 1928 in readiness for the 
present year’s crop. Very little dif- 
ference is expected in the acreage 

seeded to coarse grains, except in 
areas where seeding of wheat has 
been unduly delayed. 

Good stands of fall wheat and rye 


are reported, as these crops have | 


come through with a_ negligible 
amount of winter killing. In a num- 
ber of districts @ increased acreage 
will be seeded to sweet clover and 
other forage and fodder crops. 


Wheat seeding has been practical- | 


ly completed in the Peace River 
country and moisture conditions are 
satisfactory at the present time, al- 
though additional rains will be need- 
ed shortly to support the present 
exoallent prospects. In this section 
of the province, a very marked in- 
crease is noted in the acreage being 
seeded this season. 

Owing to the abundance of feed 
available during the past winter, live 
stock generally has come through in 
good condition, and pastures are 
already showing good growth.
